shirt a nd shirt a nd put 
them on, 
showing no resista nce until a n effort 
wa s ma de to put the ha ndcuffs on, 
when he beca me v ery v iolent. 
All 
the men present, 
eight in number, 
ca me to the a ssista nce of the sheriff 
a nd it wa s only a fter one of the rough­ 
est, a nd fiercest struggles tha t ev er 
occured in the ja il tha t the cuffs a nd 
the belt to which they were fa stened 
were put on. 
Sheriff 
Ba iubridge a ga in receiv ed 
a n injury , cutting his ha nd in some 
wa y , the other members of the pa rty 
were bruised a little a lso but none ser­ 
iously . The insa ne ma n possessed a l­ 
most superhuma n strength a nd a t one 
tim e ra ised ex -sheriff W. L. Price, who 
wa s holding down 
0110 of his legs, 
right up off the floor. 
The men who a ssisted in getting 
him under control were Sheriff Ba in 
bridge a nd his deputy W. L. King, 
Homer Gregg, J a bez Sm ith, George 
Conra d, W illia m Redma n, Sherma n

these men a re good strong men, but 
the insa ne ma n wa s a lmost too much 
for them. 
After being dressed, Northern did 
not ma ke much resista nce until he got 
into the ha ck, when lie a ga in beca me 
so v iolent tha t it wa s deemed neces­ 
sa ry 
to 
a dminister 
a n a na sthetic 
which Dr. Wooden did. 
In the wra n­ 
gle on the ha ck Northern succeeded in 
brea king a window gla ss in the front 
end of the ha ck. 
By the time the ha ck got to the de­ 
pot, a nd before the tra in a rriv ed, the 
efforts of the drug beca me ev ident a nd 
the pa rty loft w ithout further in ci­ 
dent. 
Messrs. Redma n, Price. K ing a nd 
O’Nea l a ccompa nied the pa tient to the 
a sy lum. 
Northern beca me v iolent a bout a 
week a go a nd wa s pla ced in ja il, 
since which tim e he ha s been v iolent­ 
ly insa ne. 
At tim es he would seem 
tempora rily sa ne, but would not ea t 
or drink or ta ke m edicine a nd would 
resist a ny offers of these necessa ries.

Northern wa s without doubt

ha rdest ma n to ha ndle tha t wa s ev er 
in the Rush county ja il.

Ea ch month 
a persona l (ev en if printed) letter is 
sent by the sta te superintendent, Mr. 
Fa ssett A. Cotton, to ev ery tea cher.” 
One of the things which in the opin­ 
ion of the 
writer ma kes for good 
schools, is the fa ct tha t rura l tea chers 
in India na ca nnot receiv e less tha n 
$8 8 .50 a month, w hile in more tha n 
one Ea stern sta te, the minimum is $25. 
“ The deficiencies of 
the India na 
schools ex ist in most other schools,” 
she sa y s. 
“ Their ex cellences a re more 
peculia rly their own. 
Their strength 
shows best in the momentum a cquired

“ Ev ery da y spent in India na ma de 
clea rer these two th in gs: 
“ (1) The America n idea l—free edu­ 
ca tion from kinderga rten through col­ 
lege—depends for its rea liza tion upon 
the persona lity of the tea cher.

dia na prov es this. 
Its schools a re bet­ 
ter tha n those of ma ny other sta tes. 
“ (2) Ev en a n educa tiona l

is misera bly ina dequa te for the coun­ 
try ’s needs. 
India na prov es this. • Its 
schools a re not good enough a nd phy si­ 
ca l tra ining is neglected.”

Pla ns a lrea dy ma de for the ex ten­ 
sion of rura l free deliv ery during the 
nex t fisca l y ea r prov ide for the esta b­ 
lishm ent of sev era l a dditiona l county 
sy stems in India na . 
The Sta te ha s 
been trea ted w ell in the esta blishment 
of a genera l sy stem in counties, but

March 22, 19 04. 


I left here Dec. 20th as one of the 
gu ards for prisoners who were being 
sent 
to 
the States, ex cept 
one—a 
negro, who was to be taken to Mahala 
island, in Lagu na de Bay . 
He had 
ten y ears for try ing to poison his 
company . 
We arriv ed in Manila Bay 
tin the 28 d at 2 o’clock p. m. By fou r 
o’clock the cu stom and health inspec­ 
tion was ov er, and we left the ship’s 
side in a lau nch going u p the Pasig 
riv er, and landing at the qu arterm as­ 
ter’s dock. 
We were assigned to the 38 th Com­ 
pany Heav y Artillery , Qu artell del 
Espano, in the walled city , where we 
tu rned the prisoner ov er to the Sar- 
geant of the Gu ard, and after we had 
gone throu gh with the necessary ‘red 
tape’ of! reporting to a dozen corpor­ 
als, sargeants, cooks and officers for as 
many different things, I and the other 
priv ate started ou t to see the town. 
To me ev ery thing was new, bu t my 
friend had seen Manilla many times 
before du ring the “ hot tim es” ov er 
here, and pointed ou t many a hsitoric 
place. 
At night we decided to walk 
ou t on the Lu neta. 
Here is one of the 
grandest places ‘I ev er was in. 
It w as 
decorated w ith thou sands of electric 
lights which made it as light as day . 
It ru ns right down to the waters of 
the hay and ex tends back to the an­ 
cient wall su rrou nding Old Manilla. 
The Pizal monu ment is on the north 
and the Marine Barracks on the sou th. 
Along tho shore are sev eral settees oc­ 
cu pied as a ru le bv clerks cou rting 
“ school marms” 
I mu st say it is a 
most ideal place for su ch a pastime. 
Ail abou t are a m u ltitu de of lights of 
different 
colors signify ing different 
nations and locations. 
All along the 
shore are prows, ships, lau nches, and 
men of 
war ly ing at anchor in the 
bay . 
intersecting this wonderfu l place are 
well-pav ed driv e way s, and along the 
cu rbing are lined ev ery kind of v e­ 
hicles with their occu pants, listening 
to the mu sic. In the centre of Lu neta, 
and abou t fifteen ro Is apart aro two 
largo band stands, occu pied by m ili­ 
tary bands, play ing alternately , con­ 
tinu ally keeping mu sic 
in the air 
from 
:00 p. m. till 9 :80 p. m. 
Bu t the most interesting thing abou t 
Lu neta are the people in it. As I hav e 
said, the cu rbing is lined with rigs 
and su rrou nding the band stands are 
people of ev ery nation on the earth. 
It, is simply an international mu seu m 
of 
hu manity , consisting mainly of 
soldiers, Spaniards, nativ es and Am eri­ 
cans. 
There are a great nu mber of 
Bombay Indians, merchants and Indi­ 
an sailors, enjoy ing their shore liberty . 
* There are 8 5 ,000 Chinese in Manila, 
bu t rarely is one seen on Lu neta. 
It appears American au thority is be­ 
ing insu lted almost ev ery day . 
The 
most au daciou s case I hav e heard of 
was a play presented in Manila, w rit­ 
ten by Dr. Gomes, a Mestizo, and 
called 
“ Inde Sco Patoy . ” 
111 the 
opening of the showr an actor appear­ 
ed on the stage dressed in clothes to 
represent “ Uncle Sam” and annou nced 
that he wa* a foreigner who had come 
to gov ern them and make a specialty 
of collecting tax es. 
He then takes a 
U. S. flag and ru ns it u p a flag pole on 
the stage. A Pliilippino actress then 
appears, representing the Philippines 
and asks the foreigner for his creden­ 
tials, whereu pon the foreigner produ ces 
a pistol. 
She snatches it from his 
hands and shoots and kilL him w ith 
his own weapon. 
Her nex t mov e is to 
take down the U. S. flag, tear it into 
shreads and throws it it on the floor 
and stamps on it with her feet. 
There happened to be abou t a dozen 
Americans in the au dience, and this 
was too mu ch for them. 
They made 
a charge on the stage, knocked the 
actors behind the scenes. 
An Ameri­ 
can 
picked 
u p 
a “ Virgin M ary ” 
end threw’ it at one of the actors. 
It 
fell on the floor breaking to pieces, 
and to the su rprise of all, a boy ju m p­ 
ed ou t of the fragments. 
The play in w riting was captu red, 
and its translation showed that later 
on in the plav the fake Virgin Mary 
was to open its mou th and command the 
people to rise u p in arms and driv e 
the “ Americanos” ou t of the cou ntry , 
and a lot of other nonsense that w ou ld 
probably hav e a strong effect on the 
su perstitiou s minds of the Philippines. 
The case is now in the cou rts, and 
ju dging from the way the Manila pa­ 
pers are reporting the proceedings of 
the case, Dr. Gomes is likely to su ffer 
ostracism. 
Manila proper is the walled city . 
The wall is abou t twenty feet wide 
and fifteen feet high, with six arched 
gate wav s. 
Arou nd the wall Is a deep 
ditch and du ring the Spanish reign a 
draw* bridge spanned the ditch du ring 
the day , and at night it was draw n u p 
and closed the gate way . 
Their com­ 
mu nication ceased with the ou tside 
world at su ndown. 
The old bridges 
are still there, bu t are not drawn u p at 
night. 
Du ring the Spanish reign a 


nu mber of sentries walked u p and 
down the wall and halted ev ery one 
who came near. 
When I first entered the walled city 
I began to hav e recollections of the 
stories I had read of the ru ins of 
Kome, of fairy stories and some early 
imaginations of what hell m ight be. 
To walk throu gh its streets is like go­ 
ing throu gh a tu nnel, for the streets 
are only twelv e feet wide and the sec­ 
ond story projects ou t fiv e feet, leav ­ 
ing only a space of tw*o feet for the 
scorching su n to enter. 
No bu ilding 
is more than two stories high, ex cept­ 
ing a few cathedrals, the look-ou t sta­ 
tion and Fort Santiago 
The u nwalled city is THE city now, 
and is where American capitalist pro­ 
moters and merchants are inv esting 
their time and money in remodeling 
and dev eloping 
its resou rces. 
And 
let the “ Don” Rip Van Winkle sleep 
in peace inside their wall. 
Bu t a 
great many of them are pu lling ou t 
for Spain, complaining that he w hist­ 
ling of steamers, the rattling of de­ 
liv ery wa&rons, and the hu stle and 
bu stle of “ Los Americanos” are keep­ 
ing them awake too mu ch of the time. 
We are all say ing “ adios” to tliem 
v ery w illingly / 
One of the most important things 
that is being constru cted here is an 
elcetric street railway , which will fill 
a long-felt want that has ex isted here 
ev er since the American occu pation. 
There is at present a street railway 
sy stem here, bu t it is comparativ ely 
worthless. 
The cars seat only abou t 
ten people and then any healthy Amer­ 
ican can walk faster than it goes any ­ 
way , for its only motiv e power is a 
cou ple of 
skeletons called Chinese 
horses.

Atte ntion. 
Rising Sun, Ind., May 14.—The pro­ 
gress of the G illespie murder trial is 
watched with the closest interest, the 
courtroom being consta ntly crowded 
with interested auditors. Ten w itness­ 
es have thus far been ex amined. 
Mrs. 
Gillespie, the aged mother of the vic­ 
tim and of two of the defendants, tes­ 
tified concerning the a ssa ssina tion of 
her daughter, adding nothing, however, 
to the original sta tem ent. 
Mr*. Louise 
Bloss, who was with Mrs 
Margaret 
G illespie from the night of the shoot­ 
ing to J anuary, testified that none of 
the defenda nts attended the funeral or 
called at the G illespie home prior to 
the death of Elizabeth. 
Eliza beth was 
shot on Dec. 8 and Mrs. Belle Seward, 
a sister of the victim , called on her 
mother on Dec. 
22. 
J a m es Gillespie, 
the twin brother and other defenda nts 
had not called at the G illespie home 
Mrs Bloss was a3ked If any of the de­ 
fenda nts had done a nything for Mrs. 
G illespie since her daughter had been 
killed. 
The defense objected to the 
question bea ring on the rela tions be­ 
tween “ Mother” G illespie and the de­ 
fenda nts since the shooting 
The J ury 
was then ex cluded from the courtroom 
while counsel argued at length on the 
com petency of the evidence. 
Court 
overruled the objection of the defea se 
and Mrs Bloss answered the questions, 
telling what happened w hile she was 
with Mrs. G illespie during December, 
when the only a ttention of any of the 
defenda nts was a single call from Mrs. 
Seward. 
M iss Maud Matson, sister of the 
mayor and a close friend of the vic­ 
tim, visited the G illespie home after 
hea ring of the shooting and told of the 
incidents and that none of the rela ­ 
tives ca lled at the house. 
Mayor Charles B. Matson, who was 
the a ttorney for Mrs. G illespie and her 
daughter Eliza beth, testified regarding 
Mrs. G illespie dispossessing J a m es of 
her farm and notifying her tena nt, J os 
H enschen, to pay no more rent to 
J am es. 
Court ruled out the notices 
tha t had been served on J a m es G illes­ 
pie to va ca te fhe farm 
Mayor Matson 
testified to the life insura nce that Eliz­ 
a beth carried 
payable to her twin 
brother J ames. 
On cross-ex a m ina tion 
Mayor Matson said there had been no 
Ill-feeling between J a m es G illespie and 
him self. 
J oseph H enschen, tena nt on 
the farm of Mrs. Gillespie, was ex ­ 
pected to testify regarding what J a m es 
G illespie had said 
about his sister 
Elizabeth, but he could not remember 
atoything positively. 
M iss Annie Mu llen testified to going 
to the Gilespie home with M iss Eliza ­ 
beth Long on hea ring the shooting and 
being so frightened at the appa lling 
sight that they ran away and left the 
unconscious victim lying on the parlor 
floor. 
It developed 
during this testi­ 
mony that 
Mrs. Belle Campbell, now 
living at Areola. 111., and one of the 
principal w itnesses for the sta te, ca n­ 
not be present on 
account of sickness. 
She was with Misses Mu llen and Long 
Immediately after the shooting 
and 
also with Mrs. Gillespie. 
The latter 
had sent the colored man, Seba stia n, 
for Mrs. Campbell. 
Dr. L. C. Cowen testified regarding 
the wound. 
Dr. Cowen produced the 
shot and the wad which he had taken 
from the v ictim’s head prior to death
